The talk on astronomy was interest­ 
ing —a few points of LaPlace's theory 
called the Nebular Hy potnesis, being 
g iv en first. 
The Doctor then talked 
about the moon, telling us th a t, the 
moon, like a man, was most interest­ 
ing when not full. 
There is no atmosphere on the moon 
hence there is no twilig ht. There 
are,therefore, no shadows that are not 
densely black. The moon is a day 
planet—no water there. The moon is 
smaller than 
Mercury , the planet 
nearest the sun. 
Mars is the planet nex t outside of 
the earth in the solar sy stem, and it 
is nearest like the earth. It has been 
demonstrated tbat the white appear­ 
ance about the poles of Mars is due to 
snow and ice. This demonstrates the 
presence of water and of an atmo­ 
sphere. Another proof of & Martial 
atmosphere is the ev idence of twi­ 
lig ht—the oircle of illumination or 
termination plainly seen at quadrature 
with a moderate g lass, being , indefi­ 
nite the lig ht and shadow merg ing 
g radually . 
Is Mars now inhabited? To answer 
this question rig htly , as indicated by 
the results of careful observ ation with 
powerful telescopes at the time of the 
nearest approaoh of the planet to the 
earth,—a condition oocuring at per­ 
iods of sev enteen y ears, we must 
answer, “ There seems to be one g ood 
proof.” 
This planet unlike the moon is v ery 
smooth and mountainless. The sy s­ 
tem of what are called canals on Mars 
indicate that they are sy stem of ir­ 
rig ation desig ned and constructed by 
intellig ent being s. Mars, howev er, is 
a dy ing planet. 
Venus, the brig htest of the planets, 
is a little smaller than the earth. It 
is also a little y oung er than the earth, 
hence it is, perhaps in about the same 
phy sical condition of the earth. 
It 
has, howev er, a v ery dense atmo­ 
sphere which renders the real body of 
the planet inv isible, g enerally .

I sha ll ta lk to you this a fternoon of 
Frances E. W illard as I knew her. 
W nen I became a member of the W. 
C, T U ., I was a dvised to subscribe 
for the Union Signa l, the organ of the 
Union. 
I thought for a tim e tha t 
this organization was not m uch more 
tha n a m utua l a dm ira tion society. 
I 
thought so because there was so much 
com m enda tion for some of the leaders. 
I learned otherw ise la ter. 
My first glim pse of Miss W illard 
was a t a great convention, which was 
a m ighty inspira tion to me. 
1 went 
away from it with_ A- trem endously 
large sense of w ha t the 
W omen s 
Christia n Tem pera nce Union m ust be 
1 know tha t Fra nces W illa rd’s life 
was true, and lived out well, even be­ 
hind the scenes. 
She was a grand 
leader and organizer. 
She inspired 
people to do wha t others deem ed im ­ 
possible. 
This was where muoh of 
her power and usefulness la y. 
She was a lways im pressing upon us 
the necessity of sta rting children In 
the right way. 
She was a friend to 
children, and trea ted all a like regard­ 
less of color. 


In her life, Fra nces E. W illard was 
the inspiring spirit in every part of 
th e country, not only this, 
but in 
other countries as well. 


To show her sw eet, kindly na ture 
the speaker rela ted this: 
She one 
tim e noticed an old man who was a 
la m p-lighter in the city of Eva nston 
and wno was very punctua l in lig h t­ 
ing the lamp near the home of Miss 
Willard. 
One evening she la id to a 
friend, 
“ There 
Is our la m plighter 
com ing, 
I do not know th a ï I ever 
ga ve him any specia l resson to believe 
th a t I a pprecia ted how he does his 
work, 
I will go and get him a rose.” 
Her friend said: 
“ H e won t a ppreci­ 
a te th a t as much as he would a juar- 
t e r .” 
Miss W illa rd then said, “ Y es I 
think he would; he gets more qua rters 
tha n flowers.” 
Suiting the a ction to 
the word she w ent into her garden 
and got a bea utiful w hite rose and ap­ 
proaching the old man said: 
“ My 
friend, I do not know tha t I ever gave 
you to understand tha t I apprecia ted 
your punctua lity in lighting our lamp. 
Let me give you this rose to te ll you I 
do a pprecia te it.” 
T he old m a n's eyes 
filled w ith tea rs as he said, “ I t has 


been fifty years Bince anybody has 
given m e a flower.” 
Miss W illard 
then asked, “ W ould you ra ther I had 
given you a coin?” 
“ N o” ? sa id the 
old man, “ No, a thousa nd tim es no, 
for the flower spea ks to me of God 
Frances W illard was cosm opolita n. 
Once when she was introduced at a 
world’s convention she was introduc­ 
ed as 
“ the 
uncrowned 
queen 
of 
Am erica ” 
T his brought a protest 
from a delega te from Icela nd, who 
begged to correct the restricted de­ 
signa tion 
She cla im ed as did a dele­ 
ga te from J apan th a t Miss W illard 
belonged to their countries, and sug­ 
gested tha t Fra nces E. W illard was 
the uncrowned queen of the world. 
Miss W illard ta ugh t tha t the home 
is the corner-stone of the republic. 
She ta ught young women th a t they 
are an integra l part of the na tion, and 
she gave a grea t im petus to the rights 
of women in th e churoh. 
She was 
once refused the privilege of sittin g as 
a delega te to a grea t convention cf 
her diurch 
Though advised to do so, 
she did not desert the church th a t so 
trea ted her, but said: “ Reform s oome 
from w ithin and I w ill pray God to 
enlighten our lea ders tba t they may 
see w ha t Is right and do it.” 


TH E NAVY QUESTION. 


A t Cha uta uqua 
H a ll 
yesterda y 
a fternoon A . Clinton Warner of this 
city, lectured on “ Hobson and A nti- 
H obson.” 
The speaker discussed the 
navy question, reviewing th e a rgu­ 
m ents usua lly advanced on opposite 
sld ea o ftb e question, “ Sha ll we in­ 
crease our na vy?” 
In part he said, 
substa ntia lly: 
Richm ond P. Hobson 
advises using tw o billions of dollars 
in increasing 
our navy. 
Suoh 
a 
course would be disastrous. 
War is 
w a ste and to prepare for it is to invite 
it. 
Hobson’s plans if followed will 
plunge into war. 
T he unusual expenses of our govern­ 
m ent during the past year ha ve re­ 
sulted in a deficit. 
Such deficits 
m ust be paid by the people by tax 
either direct or indirect. 
T he closing sentences of th is a d ­ 
dress were so excellent tha t we insert 
them w ithout 
a bridgm ent, as 
fol­ 
lows:— 
Here is a nother thought in th is con­ 
nection. 
It is popular to quote the 
exa m ple of England as a reason why 
Am erica needs a large na vy. 
The 
para llel Is not correct. 
Engla nd has 


grea t colonial possessions and is forced 
by her lack of home territory to en­ 
large her colonia l interests 
The 
U nited Sta tes has room for develop­ 
m ent of a ll her popula tion w ithin her 
own boundaries. 
England ha s grsa t 
shipping Interests. 
Am erica ha s prac­ 
tica lly none. 
Engla nd through her 
t 


colonies controls five times the popu­ 
la tion of our own country, and there­ 
fore 
has 
some excuse 
to 
protect. 
Engla nd has impoverished her work­ 
ing cla sses for centuries in m a inta in­ 
ing her position as queen of the seas. 
Am erica has held a prouder position 
w ithout a na vy tha n England ever 
held. 
Only ten years ago the cam - 
paign cry of th e republican party was 
protection to borne industies. 
Build 
up a home m a rket by fostering the 
growth of your own land. 
Let foreign 
countries 
ta ke care of them selves. 
How th is has cha nged 
Now we dis­ 
cover th a t our foreign trade is the 
most va lua ble intere-.t to be looked 
a fter 
Build a grea t navy is the cry! 
Ta x your home industries to get tra de 
w ith China and J apan' 
W hat caused 
this cha nge in th e sentim ent 
In my 
belief it has sprung so ely and entirely 
from the greed 
for military 
giory, 
fostered by the successes of the Span-* 
ish war, and reinforced by the growing 
na va l and m ilita ry' faction a t Wash­ 
ington a nxious to build up a grea t war 
and 
naval 
esta blishm ent 
in 
our 
country, as a permanent elem ent in 
our governm ent. 


It may be cla im ed tha t a grea t navy 
is a necessary a ccom pa niment of the 
growth of th is country. 
If tha t be 
true, 
why does 
Mexico a ppa rently 
grow and prosper without any navy? 
Why do Denm a rk, Switzerla nd, Brazil, 
and many other lesser countries thrive 
w ithout a navy? 
Why did we prosper 
for tw enty years w ith do navy? 
Is it 
not a pparent th a t the demand for a 
navy is based on pride, ra ther tha n 
necessity? 
We have before us then tw o pic­ 
tures. 
One of 
Am erica —a 
great 
world power—tw in sister of Brita nnia 
— ruling the waves. 
Am erica —like 
B rita nnia —dicta ting to the w o r ld - 
feared and ha ted by the lesser na tions 
—burdened w ith ta xa tion to m a inta in 
an enormous na vy and knowing tha t 
any w ithdra wa l of this expense will 
result in a tta ck by enem ies. 
Or on 
the other hand, America—the land of 
th e free and th e refuge of the op­ 
pressed w orld—where no privileged 
cla ss is supported by the labor of the 
poor m a n—and where the conditions 
of liberty to all men command the 
respect of the world w ithout b a ttle­ 
ships or dyna m ite to compel obedi nee 
Am erica can never surpass th e proud 
position th a t we ha ve held in the eyes 
of the old world, in past years. 
W hen 
we a bdica te th a t proud position to 
a ssum e the burden of m a inta ining a 
grea t naval a rm a m ent, is it not a step 
downward Instead of upward? 
Is it 
not a step towa rd inequa lity of men 
Instead of th a t 
sim ple 
democracy 
which was the basis of the founda tion 
of th is governm ent? 


Do not be deceived by the fa llacy 
th a t grea t ba ttleships and a rm a m ents 
m ean peace. 
They 
mean war and 
their possession Incites war. 
Let us 
forget 
tha t 
he 
who 
ta keth 
the 
sword sha ll perish by the sword. 
Since my ea rliest boyhood J ha ve 
heard the prayer tha t the blessed day 
m ight come when wars should be no 
more. 
Is It too much to ask tha t our 
beloved country may contine to be 
first among th e great na tions to set 
th e exa m ple and to trust for sa fety 
in the laws of justice, instea d of the 
power of dyna m ite? 


THE SIN OF d £ \YD . 


Tuesda y evening's 
program began 
w ith a vocal solo, entitled “ Sing O n,” 
by Mrs. Marie Rosenberg Fa y. 
T his 
wa s so genera lly applauded th a t she 
sa ng again. 
Mrs. F a y’s songs pleased the large 
a udience at th e a uditorium on this 
occasion. 
Mrs. Fay not only is the 
possessor of a rare voice, sw eet and 
flexible, but ha s a power of expression 
and interpreta tion which sea rches the 
soul of her a uditors. 
Her enuncia tion 
not only in English but a lso in the 
German la ngua ge is perfect, as was 
proven in her lain numHfer “ W a ldes- 
za ubcr.” 
W ith a few very feiicltlous remarks 
Rev. Blancke next 
introduced J ohn 
W . W etzell of Y a le University who 
spoke on the Drama 
“ T he Sin of 
D a vid .” 
T his was a m ost delightful enter­ 
ta inm ent, high class in th e 
fullest 
sense, and was enjoyed very genera lly. 
To those acquainted w ith dra m a tic 
litera ture, and 
especially w ith Mr. 
Philips' work, 
the evening was re­ 
plete w ith enjoym ent. 
We are glad 
th a t sueh enterta inm ents are being 
more and more appreciated a t our 
Cha uta uqua a ssemblies, as it 
shows 
an adva nce in culture tha t Is gra tify­ 
ing 
Nea rly a ll of the cha ra cters in 
th is play, are well-drawn, and nothing 
is lost when presented oy Prof. W et­ 
zel. 
In one respect the modern drama 
shows a return to the media eva l; the 
dra m a tists are fa lling back on th eb ib le 
A s the Mystery plays were m ere tra ns­ 
la tions of the Scriptural na rra tive, so 
ha s Stephen Phillips in his la test and 
best work produced a wonderful piece 
of dra m a tic litera ture from the old 
story of David and Uriah. 
The su b ­ 
ject of th is drama is som ew ha t m is­ 
lea ding for it would seem tha t one 
had a right to expect to see before the 
footlights the Psa lm ist King and the 
verita ble wife of Uriah. 
T his is 
not 
th e case, Stephen 
Phillips m erely 
uses the suggestion from the Bible in 


his splendid effort 
to present th e 
tem per of the seventeenth century. 
We are ta ken back to the grea t Civil 
War of 16 43. 
A harsh Purita n officer 
w ith his Bibie and his sword, holds in 
the bonds of subjection ra ther tha n in 
love w ith his French wife, fair in face, 
warm in hea rt, and a lwa ys bursting 
w ith the joy of life. 
A superior 
but equally pious officer arrives upon 
the scene: he falls In love w ith the 
neglected wife: in short tim e his duty 
i s ‘to send a brave leader 
a t 
the 
head of 
a 
forlorn 
hope, 
where 
dea th 
to 
the 
man 
in 
front 
is 
a certa inty. 
A fter 
a 
fea r­ 
ful m enta l struggle he 
sends the 
husband, who stra ight-w a y sha res the 
fa te of the loyal Uria h. Mourning for 
a dascent interva l, the lovers are mar­ 
ried; la ter a child is born. 
T he child 
becomes 111, and despite a ll loving care 
and the skill of science, 
dims. 
The 
heartbroken m other in an exceeding 
powerful speech demands of God -to 
know the reason J or th is cruel cha s­ 
tisem ent. 
The husband confesses, a t 
first she loa thes him for she feels the 
dead man between them : he 
finally 
persuades her, however, th a t God has 
already punished them sufficiently, 
and they kiss w ith tea rs ever ihe dead 
body of their little child. 


The drama was presented w ith un­ 
usual dra m a tic power and a rtistic fin­ 
ish and left a profound im pression up­ 
on the large a udience which listened 
m ost a ttentively throughout the read­ 
ing. 
T he R eligion of Greece and the 
Bibie Doctrine of Inca rna tion was Dr. 
Coover’s topic this m orning. 
T he 
a udience was larger tha n usua l, even 
though the a spect of th e sky indica ted 
a continua nce of rain.

g on which shelters so great a portion 
of our barbarian population is found 
a tree remarkable for certain proper­ 
ties 
The botanical name of this plant 
is Prosopis juliflora. 
It is popularly 
known us the algaroba, or honey men- j 
quite. 
This tree thrives with little 
moisture, grows, with thick, bushy top, 
to a height of twenty to forty fe e t a f­ 
fords shelter from the wand and sun, 
and. best O f all iu the sight of the hun­ 
gry natives, it y ields abundant crops 
of fruit 
known as mesquite beans. 
The slim green pods hang in clusters 
from the tips of the boughs, often 
bending the branches nearly to break­ 
ing. so abundant do they grow. 
The 
pods, which are six or seven inches 
long, are pulpy , juicy , fairly palatable 
and nourishing. 
These beans are gathere<L dried and 
stored in the p e c u l i a r granaries of the 
Indians—huge baskets holding several 
bushels eudi— and are pulverised when 
wanted for food in wooden or stone 
mortars, and the meal thus formed is 
soaked In water and eaten without fur­ 
ther preparation or it is baked Into a 
sort of unleavened bread. 
It Is the 
principal and favorite food of several 
tribes. 
The screw bean is another food prod­ 
uct, less plentiful, but even more high­ 
ly prized because of its sugary quali­ 
ties. This fruit is often eaten a s pluck­ 
ed from the tree. It ripens the latter 
part of J une or in J uly , a little later 
than the mesquite bean. 
In som e of the mountain sections the 
Pm nus 
nndersonli, 
or 
cbamLsb, 
is 
found in abundance. The pits of this 
fruit are pounded In mortars, and the 
meal is then eaten. There are many 
varieties of the cactus fruit which are 
utilized for food, the fruit of the Opun- 
tla tuna or prickly pear being a notable 
example. 
The dead loco weed, the pest of the 
cattlemen, is a favorite with the In­ 
dians, for the y ellow pods of the plant 
when pulverized serve as spice to ren­ 
der some of the otherwise insipid dish­ 
es palatable. 
The roots 
>f the cancer root are 
roasted 
over 
live coals, 
and 
when 
y oung, succulent and nourishing are 
prime favorites with the red epicu­ 
reans. 
Flowers of the y ucca and a gave are 
boiled, dried and preserved, to be eaten 
as occasion requires. The y oung shoots 
or crowns of these plants are also 
roasted and eaten. Seeds of the Arte­ 
misia trideutata or wormwood and the 
Atriplex lentiformis are pulverized and 
eaten. 
Pine nuts form a very Impor­ 
tant item of food with many of the 
tribes in the wooded section of the 
country , 
and 
acorns 
furnish 
other 
tribes with a arge part of their living. 
There are o’her herbs which are uti­ 
lized by the Indiana as food. 
Indeed, 
there are few plants which are not 
capable of being rendered edible In 
some manner. There are, however, oth­ 
er things besides plants which are 
made to satisfy the pangs of hunger. 
In the animal kingdom are a number 
of varieties of creatures, not classed in 
the game iist of the white man. which 
minister to the appetites and needs of 
the red man. 
There are in the southwest, particu­ 
larly in California, bodies of bitter, 
poisonous waters known as boracic 
lakes. 
Owen’s lake, twenty miles long, 
is of this class. 
It is a veritable Dead 
sea. and. like the sea of that name and 
its counterpart, the Great Salt lake of 
Utah, its heavy , brackish wa ters do 
not support fish or marine life. 
At certain seasons of the y ear the 
waters of these boracic lakes abound 
in white grubs known to the Indians 
of that region as 
grubs are 
fly , the Epby dra eaJ ifornica. 
So plen 
tiful are these grubs In their seasou 
they line the shores of the lake to a 
depth of several inches, where the 
waves cast them up from their watery 
incubator. 
The Indians at this season 
of the y ear camp upon the shores of 
the lake, gather this peculiar harvest 
and dry it in the sun 


though very gradual declivity , so when 
the original shaft has been sunk and 
water found, perhaps a t 300 feet be­ 
low the surface, a long line of similar 
sha fts is sunk toward the center of 
the plain at distances vary ing from 
twenty to forty y ards, the line some­ 
times stretching for more than forty 
miles until a point of desert has been 
reached that lies as deep down as the 
original 
water level. 
Then all the 
shafts are connected at the bottom by 
burrows just big enough to afford 
passage to a man; the water is let !n 
and appears in an open ditch In the 
center of the desert.” 
Houses that are not very new are al­ 
wa y s more or less tumble down, but no 
man wa nts his house to last forever. 
“ Nobody can realize the damage that 
can be ddne in a town like Yezd by 
a really 
wet day ,” sa y s the same 
writer. 
“ Some 
while ago 
we 
had 
twenty -four hours of rain, which de- 
stroy ed, I believe, about a couple of 
hundred roofs and, what is worse, 
caused the older aqueduct pits to fall 
in, blocking the water supply in some 
parts of the town for three months. 
Is there any other town in the world 
where a little extra rain causes a three 
months' drought? 
There is a story 
in Teheran about a Dutch ambassador 
who wa s so afraid of the roof fa lling 
that in wet weather he invariably slept 
under the tabl*. 
Flowever. he wa s a 
very tall man, and when the catastro­ 
phe happened he got his foot crushed.” 
In Yezd houses are built only for pro­ 
tection against beat. 
In winter the 
citizens 
grin and bear it,” the mer­ 
chants close their offices and stay at 
home, an<l only the smaller tradesmen 
and artisans go to the bazaars. 
The 
heating 
arrangement 
consists 
of 
a 
wooden stool under which a charcoal 
brazier is placed.

brazier a heap of rugs and quilts is 
placed, and the family tuck their legs 
under the wraps, squatting on the floor.
